I am now using a 1k ohm, 1/4 watt 'isolating' resistor in series with each 
of the three signal lines between the printer port (pins 1,4,5) and DSW-X0 
J1i(pins 1,2,3,respectively). 


This should afford some measure of protection for the printer port output 
drivers in the event of accidental short circuits etc. While I have used 
direct connections for this interface, without incident, for the past 
several months, this nagging feeling has compelled me to add the above 
protection, just in case. BTW, it's easiest to just solder the resistors 
directly to the pins of your interface cable end (the cable end nearest the 
printer port). 


Granted, it's not as snazzy as using optocouplers or buffer chips etc but 
it's much simpler and I feel comfortable with it. 


The 'ground' connection remains a direct one, from printer port pin 18-25 
(pick one) to DSW-X0, J1, pin 4. 

A low value of resistance (couple of ohms or so) might also be inserted into 
this line but...

I'll be posting progresss reports on this project. I neglected to post the 
first two reports to QRP-L -- Here they are. Stay tuned! 


24 April 2001: 


I feel the urge to melt solder. And I want to build a "phone rig." 
I've always wanted to get on 17 meters (no contests!). I can listen 
to that band on my Drake 2-B. Here's my plan: 


Solid State Double side band suppressed carrier TX based on Doug 
DeMaw's circuits. Very simple. Sort of a direct conversion 
transmitter. The oscillator will be on the transmit frequency. I 
think I'll start out with a VXO (I have the rock). Solid State PA. 


I'm going to start out just building a transmitter. T'll build the 
oscillator first, then the DSB generator. Finally (!) the PA. I'm 
going to leave room in the cabinet for receive circuitry. It would be 
very easy (and sort of appropriate) to build a matching direct 
conversion receiver, but I've had bad luck with them and may decide to 
build a real superhet RX and make the final rig a Transmitter - 
Receiver (not a transceiver). 


I have an old Bud cabinet that's about the right size. I'm thinking 
of using the Manhattan technique on the circuit boards. 


What do you guys think? Anyone out there built this kind of rig? 
28 April 2001 


I stopped off at a hardware store yesterday and bought some super 


glue. This morning I used it to build the first stage of the 17 meter 
DSB rig: the Variable Crystal Oscillator. I used the circuit from 
Doug DeMaw's "Barebones superhet" (June 82 QST) Very simple. I used 
a MPF102 instead of the 40673. The stage went together very quickly 
- Manhattan style is the way to go! I'd been listening to 17 meter 
SSB as I worked. It was very satisfying when, at the end of the 
morning, I connected a 12 volt battery to the circuit board and heard 
my new oscillator through the receiver. I got very good "swing" in 
the crystal -- -lloks like > 20 Khz. 


I think I'll build a direct conversion RX to go with this rig -- this 
way I'll be listening to both sidebands at the same time and will be 
better able to avoid interfering with nearby stations.

Hello Bruce, I have a 75 watt Seimans solar panel mounted on the roof of 
my 23 foot Airstream trailer. It's not aimed for max power but more on 
that later. 


With ANY solar panel you must have a regulator. This regulator 
protects the battery from over charging. 


The 75 watt panel and a regulator will cost about $400.00 today. 
What do you get for this? Everything! 


I camp at primative camp sites like Fort Tuthill QRP camp and a 
much less known place called the Gila National Forest Willow Creek 
Campground. There is no electricity or telephone or piped water there. I 
camp near "Little Turkey Creek" and scoop water from that and put it in 
the trailer for cooking and bath...

There has been steady progress on my 17 meter DSB rig. 


With the VXO completed (or so I thought!) I moved on to the microphone amp 
and the balanced modulator. The mic amp was a 741 op amp -- construction 
and testing were uneventful. I used Manhattan style construction -- the 
chip was crazy glued to the board, leads up. 


The balanced modulator went together very well. Given that I'm 900 miles 
from the nearest electronics store, I was very pleased to find that I had 
all the needed components in my junk box. I used hot carrier diodes (that 
a FB member of the NOVA QRP club had been giving away a club luncheon). I 
picked two that had forward resistances that were very close. I didn't 
have the 250 ohm balancing pot that Doug DeMaw's circuit called for, so I 
used a small 2K pot with an appropriate fixed value resistor across it. 

I tried to keep the physical layout of the balanced modulator symmetrical. 


A problem cropped up when I tried to test it. When I connected the VXO to 
the LO in port of the modulator, the VXO shut down. I played around with 
some of the feedback circuit values, but no joy. So I just used some of 
the extra space on the VXO board to build a simple JFET amplifier circuit 
(really just for isolation). This solved the problem. 


I could now test the balanced modulator. Putting an RF probe (to a DMM) at 
the modulator's output, I turned on the VXO and tried to see if I could 
balance out the carrier. Worked like a charm! Just about in the center of 
the pot's movement, output dropped to near zero. Then, to see if an 
incoming audio signal would UN-balance it, I injected some noise into the 
mike in port. Output jumped considerably. 


Next I built the first RF amp stage, just a simple class A amp using a 3904 
transistor. I goofed by getting the collector and emitter confused (it 
didn't amplify too well that way!) but once I got it straightened out, I 
was getting the desired gain. 


Then came the cool part of the morning: JI connected a microphone to the 
modulator and a six foot piece of wire at the output of the RF AMP. I 
tuned my Drake 2-B to the output freq. Then I balanced out the carrier. 
Then I spoke into the mic. DSB through the Drake 2-B. I could hear some 
RF getting into the input, but other than that it sounded pretty good! Some 
shielding will take care of the RF problem. 


NEXT STEP: PA. I'm looking for a circuit that doesn't require any exotic 
parts (defined as parts not currently in my junk box -- some of those 
toroidal cores used by W1FB are just not on hand). Any suggestions? 


Also, I'm short on 1 mH RF chokes. Any thought on how I can wind my own?

I would hesitate from removing the oily substance completely, unless it 
interferes with the normal operation of the brake. This is likely applied 
to prevent rust. 


I would simply wipe it down with dry rags, and always try to keep a certain 
layer of it on after use to prevent that same rusting. A product that I use 
on metal products of all kinds is RIG standard rust inhibiting grease. 
Applied with a sheepskin rag (RIG rag), it will greatly help prevent or 
severely slow down the process of rust on steel parts. I use it on guns, 
tools and other steel parts: especially items that are stored in a "moist" 
area.

Bruce - I use the following "quick and dirty" set up for my solar powered to 
the field rig. 


I have a solar panel that puts out 18.5 volts open circuit and about 275 mA 
of current (short circuit). 


To power my OHR Classic in the field, I use a 7 Amp Hour Gel Cell lead acid 
cell. Gel cells (and lead acid cells in general) can not stand prolonged 
periods of over charging at voltages higher than 2.5 V/cell (15 V for a 12 V 
cell). Hence, I put a 15 V Zener across the battery to protect it. On the 
suggestion of Brian, K7RE, I use alligator and crocodile clips on 
everything. This eliminates carrying a bunch of different adapters around. 
Just clip everything to the battery. Quick, dirty and it works well. 


A second setup I use with my solar panel is a 1.8 AH hour NiCd cell. Most 
NiCds can be charged at 0.1 C (where C is the charge capacity or "Amp hour" 
rating of the battery) for long periods of time even after a full charge has 
been reached without significant damage. With my solar panel and the OHR 
Classic attached to the battery the net charge rate pretty much is less than 


Q@.1 C, so the battery is charged without damage and without a controller!! 
Solar cells act pretty much like constant current sources. 


A small voltmeter across the battery is very useful. Avoid overcharging the 
battery or over discharging the battery. Following the guidelines above will 
avoid overcharging. Stop operating when the battery voltage reaches 10.25 V, 
and you will avoid over discharging the battery. Radio Shack and Harbor 
Freight both sell "throw away" digital multimeters for less than $15 which 
are ideal for this application. 


Fully charge your batteries before you go to the field. Fully charge them 
after you return. Store them fully charged. 


These are not rigorous engineering solutions to a permanent solar 
installation. I am not a rigorous engineer. They work fine for field 
operations, or to get you started with solar powered ham radio in the 
backyard. 


Operating a rig you built with solar power is quite rewarding. It is a 
positive statement about the independence of the operator/builder. The 
ability to communicate with something you built yourself, with power you get 
"free" from the sun is impressive not only to the user, but also to family, 
friends, and onlookers. It is a positive statement about han radio to the 
public. It is a better way to improve your self image than all the self help 
books on the shelf in the bookstore. Smile like a turkey.- Dr. Megacycle

I was wondering if anyone has much experience using various propagation 
software that is available. I recently downloaded W6ELProp (from: 

http: //www.qsl.net/w6elprop/ ) and have had only randomly accurate results 
with it. For example, at my current location and time, with the current 
solar index and K index plugged in, the program says I should hear VP8SDX on 
12m. I can hear Europeans working VP8SDX but I can't hear the Falklands. I 
just finished working ET3VSC on 12m and the software says I have a 0-25% 
chance of hearing him at all, and then only weakly. We exchanged 5x7 
reports. 


The more I think about it, the more skeptical I get that a program could 
take as inputs the date, time, QTH, solar index and K index and from that 
give you an accurate representation of who you should be able to hear on the 
HF bands. Surely there are more parameters affecting propagation than those 
mentioned? 


Anyone had any better (more consistent) results with this or another 
program?
